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THE VOTING SYSTEM. ~ 


(BY A STUDENT. OF POLITICS.) 

nvinced many years ago, by the late 
Lord Courtney, of the political practicability 
and justice of the single transferable vote, Í 
have since gained a meretricious reputation 
among my circle of acquaintances as a 
w gg cm representation expert. Delight- 
ully pleasant and easy to convince while 
elections merely loom in the distance, my 
friends become embarrassing as polling da 
approach, Bo I dodge them, to escape the 
same old stupid questions and expressions of 
doubt. When the results are published, my 
circle promptly splits. 3 One halfi—the one 
that 8 proporti representation has 
helped them to win—smiles. The other half— 


at the ‘“‘complications”’ and “freak results '' 
of a system which “may. be mathematically 
just, but can never be worked by ignorant 
Free State voters.” 

Now, however, I have developed a 
technique of defence. It takes the form of 
counter-questions “fór ‘instance, “Do | 


think the average man knows enough to = 


his coin in the right slot when he wants to 
get a box of matches from a penny-in the-slot 
machine!' The answer being in the affirma- 
tive, my next question is, ' Why should he 
not insist on understanding penny-in-the-slot 
mechaism before he risks his coin, just as you 
insist that he must be made familiar with 
the mechanics ef the proportional representa- 
tion counting- before he puts his voting 
pape in the ballot box?” anks to the 
public Press, clear and precise advice and 
information, authoritatively and impartially 


voter. The voter has accepted and acted 
upon that advice quite intelligently and 

ectively on more than one occasion.» The 
only important question is whether in last 
week’s eral election the machine fairl 
translated the elector’s desires into understand- 
able political facts. 

In order to get our minds clear, let us 
remember the old ad about the bad 
workman and his tools. No of 
mechanical perfection can turn bad wheat into 
good loaves. If the votors are political idiots 
(of course I make no such suggestion), no 
conceivable democratic contrivance can turn 
their idiocy into political wisdom. The utmost 
that can be contrived is a mechanism which 
the voter believes will give fair and reasonable 
effect to his expressed wishes (whatever they 
may be), and which will give him matches if 
he wants matches, even though his friends may 
regard him as a lunatic because he does not 
prefer chocolate. How then has the pro- 
portional representation machine fulfilled 
these requirements in last week's general 
election P

LORE. OF THE LILY. 

Our savanta résted during the torrid heat 
of the day, from 10 to 4 o'clock. The pro- 
fessors, curés, and various amateurs, engaged 
in lively discussions, formulated theories; and, 
to judge by the reports in the Courier des 
Alpes, made speeches after dinner (which was 
invariably a triumph for the cook), The air 
was thick with sincere words of praise and 
appreciation from one to another. Professor 
Henry says that he was “forced to be 
eloquent. in French.”

The last legal barrier threatening the fight 
between Tunney and Dempsey to-morrow was 
safely got over late to-day when an injunc- 
tion petition of the Coliseum Club, which 
claimed that ‘it had a contract for Dempsey 
to fight Wills, was denied. 
- The stage is now qlear for the contest in 
which Gene Tunney, heavy-weight champion 
of the world, will defend his title against 
Jack Dempsey, the man from whom he took 
it in Philadelphia a year and a day ago. 

The fight will begin about 4 a.m. Green- 
wich time on Friday. The preliminaries sre 
to consist of five bouts of six rounds each, 
with only heavy-weights taking part. 

Seating accommedation has been provided 
for 175,000 people at Soldiers’ Field, and. the 
receipts are expected to amount to £500,000. 
The- prize money. totals £290,000. 

All the special correspondents who have 
gathered around the boxers’ training quarters 
see little to choose: between the two men. 
Dempsey is described as “a picture of a 
fighter, brimful of energy, while Tunney 
was told that he was ‘‘right on edge and 
in the pink of condition.”
